For example, for Tasmanian students reaching the reading benchmark, there is a 95% 
chance that the true percentage lies between 91.7% and 93.9%. 

(b) Students who were absent or withdrawn from testing are not classified as assessed students and are not 
included in the benchmark calculations. The proportion of absent and withdrawn students varies considerably 
across jurisdictions, hence caution should be exercised when comparing results.
